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Permission granted 
for Merriott surgery 


PROPOSED plans for the new doctors’ 
surgery and pharmacy, together with asso¬ 
ciated barn conversions for 12 dwellings 
and 12 new build houses at Moorlands 
Farm, Merriott, were passed at the Decem¬ 
ber meeting of the South Somerset District 
Council Area West committee. 

Despite some reluctance by councillors, 
who expressed several concerns, the time 
scale of the situation forced their hand to 
approve the plans with conditions. 

The application came before the commit¬ 
tee for consideration at the request of the 
ward member, Councillor Paul Maxwell, 
following a petition and letters of com¬ 
plaint from residents who, although keen 
to have a doctors’ surgery in the village, 
said they felt the new build aspect of the 
plan, which fell on to green land,was un¬ 
necessary. 

There were also comments on the quality 
of the materials for the surgery building 
and the density of the 12 new builds being 
over development of the site, encroaching 
on existing residents and a feeling of being 
railroaded by the possibility that the fund¬ 
ing for the surgery may be lost due to the 
end of NHS Primary Care Trusts. 

The committee accepted, with reserva¬ 
tion, the argument from the developers 
Ecos Trust that the new builds were neces¬ 
sary to fund the cost of restoring the old 
barns into dwellings and allow the leasing 
of the land for the surgery to be built. 

One of the committee’s main concerns 
was that there would be increased traffic at 
the access road near the pinch points of the 
traffic calming scheme on Broadway, al¬ 
ready widely acknowledged as being inef¬ 


fective. 

The Highways Authority had said they 
had no objection ad therefore refused to 
send a representative to the meeting to ad¬ 
dress further questions. The committee ex¬ 
pressed their extreme disappointment in 
this lack of attendance and also that there 
was no one representing the parish council 
at the meeting. 

Several residents spoke, some for and 
some against the proposal. 

Dr Gilson from the Crewkerne surgery, 
also a resident of the village reiterated that 
this was “a golden opportunity” for Mer¬ 
riott which could be lost with the ending 
of the PCT. The members agreed whilst ac¬ 
knowledging they had turned down other 
applications for lesser concerns than the 
ones they had. 

Councillor Ric Pallister commented that 
he was particularly disappointed with the 
design of the surgery itself which he de¬ 
scribed as looking like “a shed” and ques¬ 
tioned why it could not be more in keeping 
with a hamstone finish as in West Coker. 
He was told that the cost would be prohib¬ 
itive. 

Conditions were set for further discus¬ 
sions over landscaping the new build site 
and acceptable phasing of the work to en¬ 
sure the surgery was not the last thing to 
be built. It was also agreed that the plan¬ 
ning agreement funding of £46,000 for 
local provision should be directed to youth 
and sport. 

Councillor Maxwell said he would also 
be working with the highways department 
to use the development to see an improve¬ 
ment in the road situation on Broadway.

Proposed Horton Cross park 
could attract 70,000 per year 


A PLANNING application has been submitted for a 
farm park tourist attraction at Horton Cross, Ilminster. 

The proposed development would utilise a site that 
currently consists of 1,080 square metres of redundant 
farm buildings and two fields to the north of the ex¬ 
isting conversion, known as Monks Yard. There will 
be parking for 200 cars, four buses, 10 bicyles and 10 
disabled parking bays. 

The plans were submitted to South Somerset District 
Council by Montpelier Enterprises. They propose to 
create a park farm offering countryside-based actvities 
and a home for rare animals creating a tourist attrac¬ 
tion and educational centre with play areas. 

The park would operate as a franchise of Cotswold 
Farm Park Ltd., the leading UK centre for the conser¬ 


vation of rare breeds founded by the father of current 
company director and the BBC’s “Countryfile” pre¬ 
senter Adam Henson. 

The proposed site conversion will include the erec¬ 
tion of a new single storey visitor centre which will 
include a shop, cafe, toilets and office with ticketing 
area. The site would be accessed from the no through 
road with the southern-most existing building being 
demolished to provide a wider access. 

The park would be open from March to October 
from 10am to 5pm each day with estimated visitor 
numbers of 70,000 per year. The new business would 
employ eight full-time staff and 25 part-time seasonal 
staff.

Buttler hits the heights as Nosworthy is appointed 


SOMERSET county cricket club is mak¬ 
ing the headlines as 2012 draws to a 
close and 2013 is looming large on the 
horizon. 

Reigning PCA Player-of-the year 
Nick Compton was a vital part of Eng¬ 
land's successful tour of India. The 29- 
year-old batsman compiled four 
successive vital opening wicket stands 
of 50+ with his skipper Alastair Cook 
as England battled back from 1-0 
down to take the four-test series 2-1. 

Compton's performances were gen¬ 
erally solid if unspectacular. A series 
average of 34.66 (top score 57, 3rd 
test, Kolkata) is a good start to his 
fledgling career wearing the three 
lions. 

Admittedly pitches in India were low 
and slow and a four or even five 
pronged spin attack didn't make for 
fluent stroke-play, but a strike rate of 
33.93 (against a career figure of 47.63) 
will see his ability to 'press-on' come 
under the microscope when the team 
travels to New Zealand in February for 
the three-test series. 

Attention amongst Somerset sup¬ 
porters turned to Jos Buttler and the 
two-game T20 mini-series. 

In the opening game in Pune on De¬ 
cember 20th the 22-year-old, batting 
at number six came in England wob¬ 
bling on 100 for 4 before crashing a 


21 -ball 34 which included three 6s. 

However the hosts eased to a rela¬ 
tively comfortable five-wicket win. 

Two days later there was better 
news for the tourists with Buttler un¬ 
beaten with a seven-ball 15 as skipper 
Eoin Morgan smashed a straight six off 
the last ball to secure an impressive six 
wicket triumph. 

Buttler is joined by Somerset col¬ 
league Craig Kieswetter for the five 50 
over one day internationals beginning 
in Rajkot on January 11 th. 

encouraging news 

Back at Taunton there is encourag¬ 
ing news ahead of the 2013 cam¬ 
paign. 

PeteTrego, who had such a magnifi¬ 
cent 2012 season, has put pen to 
paper and signed a new three-year 
contract to stay at the County Ground. 

The Weston-super-Mare born all- 
rounder was crowned FTI Most Valu¬ 
able Player across all 17 counties after 
scoring 897 runs and taking 67 wick¬ 
ets in all competitions. 

Trego will be joined by Pakistani 
Abdur Rehman.The 32-yeard-old left- 
arm spinner made an immediate im¬ 
pact in his four championship games 
for the county last season taking 27 
wickets at just 14.18 including a su¬ 
perb haul of 9 for 65 against Worces¬ 
tershire at Taunton back in September. 


But Rehman also made the head¬ 
lines off the field for the wrong rea¬ 
sons when he tested positive for 
cannabis during his 12-week spell in 
the country. 

Guy Lavender SCCC chief executive 
said on the club website: "The club in 
no way condones the use of illegal 
drugs. It was heartening to see that he 
admitted his mistake and has been 
punished accordingly. 

"It is now time to move on and I am 
very confident he will do extremely 
well for us next season". 

A new face for the season sees the 
arrival of Alviro Petersen.The 32-year- 
old batsman is the latest in a long line 
of South African overseas players turn 
out at the county ground going right 
back to the outstanding Jimmy Cook 
back in 1989-91. 

But perhaps the most significant 
news is the appointment of David 
Nosworthy as successor to Brian Rose 
as Director of Cricket. 

The South African, 45 on Christmas 
day, has previously coached the Can¬ 
terbury Titans in New Zealand and the 
Highveld Lions in his home country. 

Nosworthy tweeted: "I'm delighted 
& excited to be joining @SomersetCCC 
as their new Director of Cricket early 
next year! Big things ahead for sure & 
can't wait!"
